Thomson, and Helen, Captain 
Cobb, have just arrived from Liverpool, both hav- 
ing sailed on the 17th of November. They bring 
the important intelligence of the TOTAL DE- 
STRUCTION OF THE TURKISH AND 
EGYPTIAN FLEETS. 

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Despatches were yester- 
day morning received at the Admiralty, announc- 


ing a brilliant victory obtained on the 20th October | 


in the portof Navarino, by the English, French and 
Russian squadron over the combined Turkish and 
Egyptian fleets 

The battle was fought at anchor, and was neces- 
sarily bloody and destructive. ‘The numerical su- 
periority of the Turkish force was immense, but 
the result has been, we are proud to say, the de- 
struction of the whole Turkish force. 

The following is a synopsis of tne forces :

Four of the frigates, were, in fact, sixty-four 
gun ships, and there were forty transports moored 
behind the line of battle. The following is a state- 
ment of the fate of the enemy’s fleet :— One Turk-; 
ish line-of-battle-ship burned ; two driven on shore, 
wrecks—one double frigate sunk ; one on shore, a 


wreck; two burned —ffieen, frigates burnt and: 





sunk; three on shore, wrecks; one on shore, 
masts standing —fifteen corvettes burned and sunk ; 
four on shore, wrecked—nine brigs burnt and 
sunk ; one on shore; masts standing—six fire-ships 
destroyed and three transports. Of the sixty-six 
vessels of war, only eight are left afloat—the most 
perfect victory ever achieved. . 

The despatches were brought to Marsailles by 
Lord Viscount Ingestrie, in the Gannet, where his 
Lordship was detained by the quarantine regula- 
tions ; but the authorities permitted the despatches 
to be forwarded by a courier, They arrived at 
the Admiralty yesterday morning, and were im- 
mediately sent off to his Majesty, at Windsor,

which the express, with the President’s Message, 
travelled from Washington to Baltimore, the 
“ American Farmer” adds the following : 

“ The distance was travelled from Merrill’s to 
the Post Office in Baltimore, very nearly thirteen 
miles, in forty-five minutes, by two black mares, 
sisters, bearing hard on the dit. They were bred 
in Washington county; and, it is needless to add, 
they were deeft in the blood. Three hours and 
ten minutes for thirty eight miles.”

Congress of the United States. 


Wasuineoron Crry, Dec. 4. 

Agreeably to constitutional provision, the first 
session of the twelfth congress commenced yester- 
day at the capitol of the United States, and, as was 
anticipated, almost every member of both houses 
was at his post. 

In the senate—The vice president of the U. 
States took the chair a few minutes after 12 o’clock, 
when the usual preliminary resolutions were 
adopted. 

In the house—The clerk called to order at the 
appointed hour, and upon calling the roll of mem- 
bers, it appeared that 207 out of the 213 were 
present, the absentees being Mr. Oakley, of New- 
York, Mr. Holcomb, of New Jersey, Mr. Bryan, 
of North Carolina, Mr. Davis, of South Carolina, 
and a vacancy in each of the states of Georgia 
andKentucky. The first business was the election 
of a speaker, which, on the first ballot, resulted in 
the choice of Mr. Anprew Srevenson of Fir- 
ginia, the ballots being as follows:—

For Mr. P. P. Barbour, - - 4 
And scattering, - = - + - 38 

Mr. Stevenson, receiving 104, which were a 
majority of all the votes given, he was declured 
by the tellers to be elected, and was conducted to 
the chair by Mr. Randolph, of Virginia, where he 
made his acknowledgments to the house, in a dig- 
nified and very appropriate address.
